Indies, ManrititiB, Ceylon and the Straits 
ofMalacca, as against some of England's 
best-customers among foreign 'nations. 
Commencing with tht; year ISIO so as to 
iuchulo a ]ioriod aterior to tlio final 
adoption of free trade by Great Erilain, 
wo find her export trade increased at the 
following rates:

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Thus wo hftvo Australia with Xow 
Zealand outstrip Great Britain's best cuh- 
tomera in tlio precentage of 5rj0 in twenty 
years. Ceylon in the samo period incroascil

Tlio avor- 
lige percentage becomes still larger in 
favor of Colonial custom as wo prooooj 
with tho remainder.
